Boyne City to become the pilot for new housing program 


Jane McKenzie Executive Director of 
Northern Homes fielded questions 
along with Schnell about an exciting 
new affordable housing pilot program 
to take place in Boyne City.

Boyne City - The October 12 
Boyne City Commission meet- 
ing opened with public com- 
ment that mainly opposed the 
proposed marina expansion 
but the mood in the room be- 
came hopeful when a proposal 
to make Boyne City the pilot 
for a program that could effec- 
tively tackle the lack of afford- 
able housing in the region was 
presented. 

Charlevoix County Housing 
Ready Program Director, 
Steve Schnell approached 
commissioners asking for a 
resolution of support for a 
proposed county-wide housing

fund for the construction of 
new homes in Charlevoix 
County. “It addresses a con- 
cern the whole county has, the 
whole nation has, and that’s 
affordable housing,“ he began. 
“This project is focused on 
creating home ownership op- 
portunities across the 
county.” The project proposes 
that municipality owned land 
banks would donate land then, 
Charlevoix County would pro- 
vide $500,000 through the cre- 
ation of a fund that would be 
used to cover the cost of the 
construction of new homes. 
The fund would then be reim- 
bursed upon sale of those 
homes and rolled over to fund

county building located at 
13513 Division Street was 
dedicated on October 13 as 
the Shirley Roloff Center.

Roloff has served as a 
Charlevoix City Commis- 
sioner for 12 years, 6 of 
those as mayor and has 
served on and off the 
County Board of Commis- 
sioners for 20 years. She has 
been instrumental in the 


Charlevoix County Recy- 
cling Program, was a major 
part of the Charlevoix 
County Transit Program, 
helped with the Beaver Is- 
land Medical and Commu- 
nity Centers.

Health Officer files 
complaint with Michigan 
Attorney General against 
Board of Health

Charlevoix - In a six page 
complaint filed with Michi- 
gan Attorney General Dana 
Nessel earlier this month 
against her Board of Health, 
Lisa Peacock, Health Officer 
for the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan and 
Benzie-Leelanau District 
Health Department stated 
that the board had committed 
“an illegal act by, among 
other things, endangering the 
safety and welfare of myself 
(their employee), my staff, 
members of the public, and 
acting with the intention of 
intimidating and bullying me 
into rescinding the Public 
Health Order I had issued on 
8/27/21.” The mandate she is 
referencing is the requiring 
of universal indoor masking 
in K-12 schools. 

The illegal action that she 
is referencing is that board 
members had communicated 
with one another before send- 
ing her a letter asking her to 
rescind the mandate and dis- 
cuss the topic with them. “... 
this action is in violation of 
all rules of order governing 
the Board as well as the Open 
Meetings Act, in that a quo- 
rum of the Board clearly de- 
liberated on an action 
without appropriate steps or 
public transparency,” it 
reads. 

The bulk of the complaint 
describes the rowdy, disre- 
spectful nature of the crowd 
at the September 7 BOH 
meeting where the mandate 
was discussed for six and half 
hours and blames the board 
for inciting the crowd. 

As the Health Officer, Pea- 
cock is within her rights to 
issue the mandate without di- 
rection from her board. How- 
ever, the responsibility of the 
BOH is described on the 
Health Department website, 
“The Board of Health of 
Health Department of North- 
west Michigan is comprised 
of two members from each of 
the four county’s Board of 
Commissioners. These eight 
individuals meet ona 
monthly basis to approve 
Health Department pro- 
grams, budget, and expendi- 
tures; to adopt regulations; to

The new Health and 
Aging Services Administra- 
tion will retain current staff 
positions, provides for 
greater collaboration and 
makes the delivery of 
MDHHS programs and serv- 
ices to aging adults simpler 
and more efficient. 

“Long-term care policy 
will now come from one co- 
ordinated area of MDHHS,” 
said Kate Massey, who has 
been chosen to be senior 


deputy director of the new 
administration and previ- 
ously served in that same 
role with Medical Services 
Administration. “We expect 
these changes to allow 
smoother transitions across 
the continuum of care — in- 
cluding for older adults who 
prefer to age in place. Serv- 
ices to our aging population 
are a critically important 
part of MDHHS’s work.” 

Michigan has more than 
2 million adults over age 60, 
nearly 25% of the state’s 
population. Michiganders 85 
and older remains the 
fastest-growing age group 
and 37% of Michigan resi- 
dents are 50 and older. 

The change allows for in- 
creased coordination be- 
tween aging services teams 
in local communities and in- 
house employees who are 
responsible for developing 
policies, as well as improved 
analysis of processes and re- 
sults, and expanded capac- 
ity across programs and 
services. 

“These changes to our 
structure will lead to a bet- 
ter plan for aging Michigan- 
ders, and they are founded 
on suggestions from those 
we serve,” said MDHHS Di- 
rector Elizabeth Hertel. “Al- 
though not a redesign of 
services, this change is im- 
portant because it will im- 
prove upon the delivery 
of those services 
and ensure alignment with 
our values. Our customers 
who benefit from our adult 
and aging programs will ap- 
preciate a stronger connec- 
tion with our Medicaid 
services.” 

Long-term support serv- 
ices have been delivered 
through multiple areas of 
MDHHS, making coordina- 
tion challenging. The 
change will address those 
challenges by: 

¢ Providing additional ca- 


pacity to serve the inten- 
tions of older adults who 
prefer to age in place — de- 
fined by the CDC as “the 
ability to live in one’s own 
home and community 
safely, independently, and 
comfortably.” 

¢ Increasing speed in the 
delivery of services. 

¢ Aligning with long-term 
care support and services to 
community-based services 
through the federal Older 
Americans Act; the MI 
Choice Waiver Program that 
allows eligible aging adults 
to receive Medicaid-covered 
services like those provided 
by nursing homes but can 
stay in their own home or 
another residential set- 
ting; and the Program of All 
Inclusive Care for the Eld- 
erly (PACE) that provides 
Medicaid and Medicare 
funding for frail, elderly 
people who meet the criteria 
for long-term care. 

« Making the Bureau of 
Medicaid Long-Term Care 
Services and Support re- 
sponsible for programs as- 
sociated with the Older 
Michiganians Act overseen 
by the administrator of the 
new administration. 

¢ Transferring the Michi- 
gan Commission on Serv- 
ices to the Aging and Adult 
Community Placement pro- 
gram from the former Aging 
and Adult Services Agency 
to MDHHS itself. 

“Better aligning aging 
and Medicaid services is a 
great move forward for 
Michigan’s seniors, those 
living with disabilities, and 
their families,” said Mari- 
anne Udow-Phillips, a se- 
nior advisor for the 
University of Michigan’s 
Center for Health Research 
and 
Transformation (CHRT). 
“This new structure will 
help achieve MDHHS’s long- 
standing goal of providing a

continuum of care and inte- 
gration of services. Bring- 
ing the resources, vision 
and leadership of these two 
organizations together will 
greatly enhance the work 
we are doing with MDHHS 
on their vision and strategy 
for long-term care.” 

Coordination under the 
new administration allows 
Michigan to more easily: 

¢ Develop a comprehen- 
sive strategy to improve the 
health and well-being of 
Michigan’s aging popula- 
tion, aligning with MDHHS 
goals to make Michigan an 
age friendly state. 

¢ Work to advance strate- 
gic goals and objectives 
quickly and efficiently. 

¢ Leverage federal, state 
and private dollars to design 
interventions and supports 
that maximize impact. 

¢ Streamline program re- 
quirements and develop 
complementary policies that 
ease burdens on providers, 
community organizations 
and other stakeholders. 

“We are pleased that Gov- 
ernor Whitmer and MDHHS 
are further elevating the 
needs of older adults in 
Michigan and providing 
them with more robust serv- 
ices,” said Paula D. Cun- 
ningham, state director of 
AARP Michigan. “These im- 
provements are especially 
important as Michigan’s 
aging population continues 
to grow and as many older 
adults want to continue to 
live in their homes and com- 
munities as they age.”

Two sent to Prison in 
33rd Circuit Court

October 15, 2021 in the 
33rd Circuit Court, Cody 
Deanthony Granberry, 29, 
Saginaw, was sentenced to 
serve 18 to 240 months in 
prison by Judge Roy C. 
Hayes III. 

In July Granberry 
pleaded guilty to delivery of 
methamphetamine. 
Granberry admitted that on 
March 26, 2021, he sold 57 
grams of methamphetamine 
to a confidential informant 
for $1,600 in the city of East 
Jordan. 

“Although this was the de- 
fendant’s first felony convic- 
tion, he came to northern 
Michigan to sell a significant 
amount of methampheta- 
mine, a very dangerous 
drug,” Charlevoix County 
Prosecuting Attorney Allen 
Telgenhof said. “This is not 
a person who sold $50 worth 
of drugs to a friend.” 

“The police, my office and 
the judge have made it clear 
that if you choose to sell this 
drug in this county, you will 
be sent to prison.” 

Also sentenced to prison 
was Mason Tanner Luby, 21, 
of Clayton, Indiana. 

Luby was sentenced to 
serve 18 to 60 months follow- 
ing his guilty plea to receiv- 
ing and concealing a stolen 
motor vehicle. 

On July 6, 2021, police 
found a vehicle abandoned 
on the shoulder of Deer 
Lake Road in Boyne Valley 
Township. The vehicle had 
been reported stolen from 
the state of Indiana. Inside 
the vehicle was a sales re- 
ceipt from a store in Indiana 
from two days earlier. 

Charlevoix County Sher- 
iff’s Office Detective Ben 
Speigl contacted the store 
who provided security 
footage from the purchase 
and Speigl was able to iden- 
tify Luby on the video, mak-

ing the purchase and walk- 
ing to and from the stolen 
vehicle. 

Detective Cody Wheat re- 
viewed Luby’s social media 
and saw a photo of Luby 
wearing a baseball cap that 
was found inside the stolen 
vehicle. 

Detectives were aware 
that the vehicle was aban- 
doned approximately 1000 
feet from the residence of a 
friend of Luby’s. The officers 
were familiar with Luby be- 
cause he was convicted fol- 
lowing a group of thefts in 
Charlevoix County in 2020. 

“This conviction was the 
result of excellent police 
work,” Telgenhof said. 
“These detectives quickly 
identified the perpetrator 
and built a very strong case 
against him, leading to the 
conviction.”

Boyne City - On October 14 
the Boyne Area Chamber of 
Commerce hosted a second 
candidate forum for those 
running for City Commission 
seats in November. 

The City Commission 
room was two-thirds filled 
and the event was being live 
streamed via Facebook by 
Tim Nemecek. All candidates 
were present but Ron Grunch 
who was called away just be- 
fore the opening of the forum 
due to a family emergency. 

The questions asked by 
Chamber of Commerce Asso- 
ciate Director Lisa Luebke 
were submitted by residents, 
written out and placed ina 
bag where they were ran- 
domly drawn. “With this 
many candidates and two 
hours it just made sense (to 
have questions submitted in 
advance),” said Chamber Ex- 
ecutive Director and event 
MC Kim Akin. 

Each candidate began with 
opening comments, were 
given two minutes to answer 
each question and then was 
given an opportunity to make 
closing statements. 

Dean Solomon’s opening 
statements included a long 
list of his proud accomplish- 
ments during his tenure on 
the board. “I’m running 
again because we can’t just 
rest on our past successes I 
think we need to look for- 
ward we need to adapt to the 
changes around us, we can’t 
chase the past,” he said. 

Sally Paige’s opening re- 
marks were an explanation 
as to why she is still running 
but mostly the reasons she 
tried to remove her name 
from the ballot in the first 
place. “I have become so disil- 
lusioned by the negativity of 
what I still consider to be a 
vocal minority that I didn’t 
want to spend 4 more years 
of my remaining life on the 
planet being attacked, as the 
subject of constant and often 
accusatory attacks on my 
character, my commitment 
and my ability to be an effi- 
cient commissioner.” she 
began. “..But things have 
changed I found out there is 
actually a great deal of sup- 
port for what this commis- 
sion is attempting to 
accomplish and many have 
expressed they wish I’d stay 
in the race.” 

Tim Nemecek stated that 
he has interest in serving the 
community and said his goals 
are “...trying to find ways to 
engage the public utilizing 
technology, utilizing re- 
sources, bridge that commu- 
nication gap, that education 
level that needs to happen be- 
tween local government and 
the community,” he said. 

Marty Moody began by 
correlating and contrasting 
his tenure as a school board 
representative and the role of 
a city commissioner. He then 
moved on to the topic of how 
the commission spends 
money. “I think one of the 
things we've lost a little bit of 
track of is fiscal responsibil- 
ity, that’s what I think needs 
to be brought back in check...,” 

George Lasater gave a syn-

opsis of growing up in Boyne 
City and all the great people 
that influenced his journey. 
“T want to give back to the 
town and maintain what it is, 
a beautiful small town,” he 
said. He stated that he also is 
a strong believer in fiscal re- 
sponsibility and described 
himself as financially conser- 
vative. ’T’ll do anything I can 
to help to make it as afford- 
able as I can for people to live 
here.” 

Ron Grunch left his open- 
ing comments with Akin to 
read. He began his service on 
the city commission to advo- 
cate for the growing senior 
population in the community. 
He outlined a long journey 
and ultimate success in pro- 
viding senior housing as a re- 
sult of a “can do spirit.” “T 
want to continue to serve this 
community and its con- 
stituents with that same 
spirit,” he said.

“The 
more we create here the more 
we have to take care of, the 
more that will never go back 
to the citizens of this commu- 
nity. You always have to grow 
or stop living but you don’t

have to spend just in order to 
grow.” 

Lasater: Pay off debt. “The 
one thing that’s screaming at 
me here is if there was an ex- 
cess of tax revenue,...I think 
the responsible thing to do is 
look for debt, where’s our 
debt?” Buy DPW equipment 
we typically rent. “Over time 
it would pay for itself.” 

Solomon: Explained the 
budget deficits since 2010. 
“The great recession had pro- 
longed and lasting effects.” 
Every year each department 
has to look for savings. “The 
result is that every year were 
a little worse off taking into 
account the rise and cost of 
things.” The only way to 
make outside projects work is 
to be entrepreneurial.” Look 
for outside sources of fund- 
ing through grants or part- 
nerships. “In order to achieve 
those things we really want 
to achieve.” 

Paige: The surpluses don’t 
have to be spent immediately 
but when projects arise there 
is not enough in reserve to do 
them. “The grant programs 
are very important to the 
city.” She gave the marina ex- 
pansion as an example, “That 
will pay for itself.”

Did they do that to 
spite someone, did they do 
that as a radical opinion, did

Sheriff reports on bomb threat at school

Charlevoix - A bomb 
threat originating from a 
Charlevoix landline number 
sent high school students to 
the Castle and elementary 
students, who start school 
later, got a bit of playtime at 
the football field. In a side 
note after the Charlevoix 
County Commissioners Oc- 
tober 13 Meeting, Sheriff 
Charles Vondra stated that 
the threat “came from an on- 
line gaming system which 
was traced back to 
Charlevoix to a broad band 
gaming area where it was 
discovered that the number 
was sold to a text now num- 
ber and was not in fact in 
Charlevoix.” However all of 
that worked, it took the 
Charlevoix Sheriff's Depart- 
ment less than an hour to 
trace a bomb threat and se- 
cure the schools of any pro- 
posed danger. “We found out 
it wasn’t here but you had to 
go through the process, it’s 
kids safety first,” reported 


Sheriff Chuck Vondra briefed Commissioners on the bomb threat that took place 
October 13 at the end of the County Commission Board meeting. 


Vondra to the Board of 
County Commissioners. “In 
three hours not only did they 
move the kids but resolved 
the issue,” said Commis- 


sioner Chris Christensen. An 
investigation of the event is 
ongoing. 

Oddly enough the threat 
came on the same day the 


commission was approving a 
Threat Response Policy for 
its administrative facilities. 
The policy that is intended to 
act as an initial guide in de- 
termining the immediate 
course of action to take 
when a threat is detected 
was approved by commis- 
sioners. “The only thing not 
in there is our tactics and 
our response. If you want I 
can tell it to you but I’d 
rather not put it on paper,” 
said Vondra. “In general, 
we're going to make it safe.” 


At the end of the meeting 
which was usual business 
Commissioner Shirley 
Roloff, who is 85 years old, 
was given a chance to speak 
about the building dedica- 
tion in her honor. “Iam 
thankful to everyone. I’ve 
been enjoying this (public 
service) for how many years 
and I'll be enjoying it for an- 
other year and half, then 
maybe I’ll take a rest,” she 
said.

deal of cooperation between 
the county, cities and town- 
ships is needed to make the 
program work.
